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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN :—We will endeavor, briefly, to give you 
some idea of what we have been doing the past year. 

We have paid the McDuffee note, which was on time at 
5 per cent. interest, which leaves only two notes against 
the town of $3,000 each, bearing interest at 6 per cent., 
which will become due January 25, 1880, and March 5, 
1880. All the rest of the notes against the town are at 4 
per cent, excepting two notes, w hich are at 3 per cent., of 
about $600, 

As the town can obtain all the money that it requires at 
4 per cent., we would recommend paying the two $3,000 
notes as soon as they become due. ) 

The J. H. Downing note, reported as available means 
last year, has been settled at a discount of about $400. 

We have received the decision of the Hon. Geo. Y 
Sawyer, inrelation to the difference between Boody and 
the town, which report is very long, and we will not at- 
tempt to give a full report, but suttice it to say, that when 
we get the money, it will reduce our town debt to less 
than $20,000. We have Sawyer‘s report and recapitula- 
tion, which will give you a more correct idea than any 
report we may make. 

And, Gentlemen, we may, sometimes, have ovtaa in 
judgment, but it has been our earnest endeavor, in all our 
doings through the year, to manage the prudential affairs 
of the town faithfully and impartially, and for the town's 
best interest.
